of the two Counts charging perjury, Counts 10 and ll. 
Counts 1 through 6 and Counts 8 and 9 are framed 
under 18 U.S.C. 1341. Each Count charges that cefendant 
presented claims for the same travel expense to two different 
entities, one of the claims being presented through the use 
of the mails and being paid by a check transmitted to 
defendant through the mails. Each alleged episode is charged 


as a distinct devising of a scheme to defraud and for obtain-

ing money by means of false representations, and eac: Count

Counts 3 and 9 best test the theory of the Counts. |

The Count, and this is true of all the mail Counts, 


@eals with dual claims fox the same payment: one claim 


presented to the County without using the mails, the second, 


claim presented to and paid by the other entity through 
mails. Taking account of the fresh caution of United States 
v. Maze, 1974, 414 U.S. 395, it must still be concluded that 
such allegations of the use of the. mails suffice to establish 
jurisdiction in the federal court. The use of the mails is 
not consequential upon the completion of the fraud alleged 
nor collateral to it, but rather it is nieaites to the 
obtaining of one of the two duplicating payments. To put it 
one way, there could be no duplicating payments unless the 


second claim was sent off by mail and paid by mailed check.

The scheme being to obtain duplicating payments, tha‘: being

_ Count 9 differs from Count 2 in alleging that ee

> In the fifth paragraph of the Count, instead of alleging 
simply concealment from the County Comptroller of the 
duplicative claim with knowledge that he would not have per- 
mitted double reimbursement, Count 9 alleges that it was par 
of the scheme to defrand that datiniienk concealed Seon both 
the County and the College the fact that he was seeking and 
paleibihiiin double reimbursement knowing that neither the 
County nor the College would have permitted it.

Defendant argues that since either claim, standing 


alone, would,for all that appears, be a perfectly good and 


honest claim, it cannot be said that both are bad because 


submitted simultaneously. The fact that either claim could 
properly have been submitted does not signify to any degree 
that both could be submitted in the intention of obtaining 
payment for both while failing to disclose to each person 
upon whom the claim was being presented that a claim for the 
same expense was also being presented against the other person. 
An intent to be doubly reimbursed, and the presentation of 
duplicative claims to that end, is in and of itself fraudulent 
conduct. It follows that Count 9 like “ount 3 is good.

Nothing, however, in Section 3792 goes on to pick up the 
remaining language of Section 1001 which is the following: 


"... Or makes any false, fictitious or 
fraudulent statements or representations, 
. Or makes or uses any false writing or 
Gocument knowing the same to contain 

any false, fictitious or fraudulent 
statement or entry, shall be fined ... 
ox imprisoned ... or both." 


However, the Count as drafted is drafted under this latter 
quoted language of Section 1001 and not under that language 
2f Section 3792 which is present also in Section 1001. It 
must be concluded from this that the Count is bad if it 
requires underpinning *rom Secticn 3792, for if that section 
is relied upon at all, it would appear that the charging
